WIND IS BIG AID TO FIREMEN 


Hundreds of Persons Gather 


Around Yards to Watch 


Spectacular Blaze 


Approximately 2.000 cords of pulp- 


wood logs in the big yards of the Thil- 
many Pulp and Paper Co. at Kaukau- 
na were destroyed by a spectacular 
fire which started about 4 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, causing a loss 
estimated at from $25,000 to $30,000, 
covered by insurance. 
It is believed 


the fire started by sparks from a 
locomotive or from 
the 
company's 


yard crane. Appleton sent part of 
its fire fighting apparatus which as- 
sisted very materially in saving the 
mill property 
from 
destruction. 
A 


steady wind blew away from the mill, 
carrying the burning embers 
where 


they did little damage. 


It was one of the most spectacular 


fires at Kaukauna in years. The logs 
Ignited easily and in a short time the 
blaze had spread over quite a 
large 


area, shooting flames 60 and 
more 


feet into the air. 
Hundreds of people 


wero attracted to the place. 


PRKVENT SPREAD OF FIRE 
The burning piles were oi> the edge 


of th* yard which is said to contain 
hundred* ot thousands of cords of 
pulpwood. A switch track 
between 


the burning piles and the rest of the 
yard left a space of fifteen or twenty 
feet in which the firpmsn worked to 
prevent the flames from 
spreading. 


The firefighters ooncentreated much 
of their effort on confining the blazs 
to the piles in which the fire was dis- 
covered. 


Water was forced into the piles to 


halt the march of tl^e flames. Occas- 
sionly the weakened piles would roll 
Into the seething mass, sending up a 
shower of pparks and adding new fuel 
to the blaze. Firemen kept up their 
effort most of the night and by morn- 
Ing the flra was entirely extinguished. 


It was reported in Appleton during 


the evening that the loss would run 
into hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Heroic effort oT. firemen, however, con- 
fined the blaze to a. small corner of the 
lot nnd ttiti loan is

of July, made two impressive statements, 


f Commenting on the industrial situation in 
^a general way. he said: "A free Ameri- 
j>can has the right to labor without any 
icther's leave. 
It would be no less an 


(abridgement to deny men the right, to bar- 
igain collectively. Governments cannot. 
(tolerate any class or group domination 
(through force. 
It will be a sorry day 


L-when group domination is reflected in our 
llaws. Government, and the laws which 
••government is charged with enforcing. 
(must be for all the people, ever aiming at 
fthe common good." 
i 
There is one commonwealth in the 


I [American union which has attained this 


s sorry day. 
It is the state of Illinois, 


,' where group domination reigns supreme 
! in Herrin county. In that community an- 
; archy is low. The most hideous massacre 


* in American history, rivaling any ever 


perpetrated by Indians, is ignored not on- 
ly by the local authorities but by the state 
government itself, and is likely to go un- 
punished. 
The governor of Illinois ap- 


pears to be quite as indifferent to this de- 
fiance of government as are the people of 
Herrin county themselves. The city of 
Chicago has been under the same reign of 
terrorism for months past, with responsi- 
ble government intimidated by group 
domination through the use of force and 
crime. 
Until Illinois rises up and over- 


throws the politicians who are catering to 
group domination it will remain in the 
plight described by the president, and in 
its essence it is the overthrow of demo- 
cratic government. 


Another equally strong statement by 


the president was his definition of national 
disloyalty, in which he said: "My out- 
standing conviction after sixteen months 


'. in the presidency, is that the greatest trai- 
tor to his country is one who appeals to 
prejudice and inflames passion, when so- 


( "ber judgment and honest speech are so 


1 necessary to firmly establish tranquility 
-and security." 


The significance of this statement will 


i not be lost on the people of Wisconsin. 
nor on certain gentlemen whose "appeals 
'to prejudice and passion" have been the 
, means and platform on which they have 
irisen to political power in this state.

iis to these demagogues that Wisconsin 
{ought to address itself in the near future 
if it is to remain a state where responsible 
government exists and where the liberties 
and rights of the people are preserved.

DE VALEEA'S FALL

Of all the absurd figures

i posed as heroes and champions of free- 
dom. De Valera must take the prize. His 
resistance to the constituted governmpnt 
of the Irish Free State, and to the potver 
of both the Free State and Great Bri- 
tain, is grotesque and ridiculous.

From the very beginning his attitude

has finally put himself against a stone wall 
•nd in effect invited execution.

When Ireland, through her regularly 


Mlected representatives, concluded a trea- 
ty with Great Britain providing for the 


j establishment of self-government and the 
Free State, De Valera rejected the agree- 


j Blent to which he was a party and sought 
* 
v ita .overthrow. 
The agreement was sub- 


mitted to a referendum of the Irish peo- 
ple and was overwhelmingly ratified. De 
Valera participated in this election, sub- 
•£tting hi* ojgpoiition to the .treaty on 


the free choice of his countrymen as ex- 
pressed at the polls.- 


He has again refused to accept the re- 


versal of his attitude by the people and 
is leading a small baud of followers in a 
traitorous resistance of the government. 
Of course he will be put down and out of 
the way. It is an ironical fact that in the 
short space of a year DC Valera has de- 
scended from the potential leader of a na- 
tion to little more than a comic opera per- 
former. 
He has even ceased to be melo- 


dramatic. 


END THE COAL STRIKE 


President Harding has at last inter- 


vened to end the coal strike. 
Not only 


has he moved, but he has indicated a way 
that will prove effective in terminating the 
strike in case the parties directly involved 
do not do so. The president has notified 
the mine operators and workers that they 
are expected to find a basis on which to 
confer, and then to confer and reach an 
understanding. 
In case they cannot or 


will not agree, the federal government 
will proceed to take steps to protect the 
public and Avill mine coal. 


The country will stand back of the pres- 


ident in this decision. 
Coal is a natural 


resource in which the inherent interest of 
the public is far greater than that of 
either the mine operators or the workers. 
The people cannot be allowed to freeze. 
nor can industry and commerce be para- 
lyzed because employers and employes 
cannot agree upon their industrial rela- 
tions. 


The mine strike will have to be settled 


some time. President Harding demands 
that it be settled now. and he is eminently 
rieht. It is a useless and a senseless in- 
terruption of the production of a life nec- 
essity. If the operators and workers can- 
not set together, it will be up to the gov- 
ernment to take over these properties and 
operate them, and to give the m»>n who go 
down and work in the mines all the pro- 
tection at the command of the United 
States. This is as we understand it. what 
President Harding proposes to do. and he 
cannot do it too soon to suit the American 
people. 


CENSORING MOTION PICTURES 
Whether censorship of motion pictures 


would be effectual or beneficial is still be- 
ing discussed 
Sentiment seems to be 


growing, however, that arbitrary censor- 
ship is impoFsiblp in a practical way. 


If a picture is obviously improper, the

ERZBEKGER'S SECRET 


Rome—The Paris correspondent of 
he CORRIERE D'lTALIA comments 
on the mystery of Erzberger's 
life 


and subsequent assassination. He says: 


"What were the reasons that caused 
rzberger's assassination? While the 
iress in general is busy with the case 
igainst the assassins of the leader of 
he German Lsft, it is interesting to 
examine the man, his works and his 
enemies. 


"Erzfoerger had tremendous forte- 


ight; his enemies accuse him of hav- 
ng lost all hope of victory at the time 
of the Marne battle; they 
pretended 


hat this peasant from the borders of 
Lake Constance, near to Switzerland 
and Alsace, detasted Prussia and had 
often betrayed her during the war: 
his work within his country showed 
lim to be anti-German and—according 
o his enemies—he tried to sow discord 
n Germany, inciting the Left aga'nst 
he Right, unchaining civil war and 
ecoming dictator. 


"His accusers of the Right did not 


stop at that, at the meetings of the 
revenge party it was declared that he 
bad opened the archives at an oppor- 
une moment in order to make sensa- 
ional revelations at 
the 
Chamber. 


whilst on the other hand the docu- 
ments had been sold to the enemy 
and published simultaneously by the 
orsign press. For this reason it was 
decided to kill Erzberger at all costs. 


'But the leader had a thick sKtn: 


three attempts were made against 
him without result. 


"In 1921 Erzberger revealed himself, 


a part of his plan; he related to whom 
ever wanted to hear, that in the au- 
umn at the re-opening of the Reich- 
stag, he would ha.ve made important 
evelations. The anxiety of the Ris;ht 
party was unbounded. What revelfl- 
;ions could this man have made who 
<new 
everything? 
Military 
circles 


spread the naws that Erzberger was 
on the point of making a treaty with 
the Entente and that he had in his 
mind to sell the left bank of the Rhine 
on condition that the Entente demand- 
ed no more money for 
reparations. 


Thus both parties would have 
been 


satisfied; instead of credit they would 
have had a real value in their hands, 
and the German people with the ex- 
ception of the militarists, would have 
been glad to put their finances in or- 
der and would have been easily con- 
soled for the loss of the land, the mass 
of tax-payers would have been glad 
and even the enemies would have sup- 
ported his dictatorship. 


"All this was hovtold In the German 


press but whispered quietly in all the 
circles of the Right. In August 1921 
Erzberger went to take a cure in the 
Black Forest and was to return to 
Berlin on September 5. Revelations 
were imminent, and the political' cir- 
cles of the Right decided to put 
an 


end at nil costs to this dangerous man, 
Mid orders were given to the secret 
military organization not to let the 
traitor escape. 


"The rest is known; the assassin's 


bullet put an end to the life of the 
moat interesting man 
in 
Germany. 


What was the mystery of this varied 
existence? 
The verdicts of contem- 


poraries contradict each other so that 
the mystery remains. 
Perhaps one 


day, better documented history will re- 
veal the secret of this man who had so 
many secrets in his life.

The psychology of cooking, serving 


and eating is a big consideration. 
"Hunger is the best sauce." but not 
every ona la hungry, and loo-fl must 
bo f.iarie attractive to those whose ap 
petites ore fickle 


Sometimes 
It is just & matter of 


garnish, sometimes it is the "ilia 
or individual serving, and often It Is 
the btauty of the dish in which it is 
served. 


Some reader will uy, "That may 


b; true, but not all of us can afford 
pretty dishes." True, not expensive 
ones, but often the leas expensive 
one is the prettier. 


Cheap novelty stores tiave very at- 


tractive individual glass dishes and 
fruit glasses with the stem like a 
champagne glass, which 
mak<» an 


ordinary dessert look elaborate. 


The writer remembers with pleas- 


sure the surprise on a hot June night 
of eselng at 
a friend's house cold 


meat served on locust leaves, and 
garnished with the blossoms. The 
friend had in her back yard a locust 
tree and had mad* good use of it. 


GRAPE LEAVES 


Fruit served on grape leaves, and 


a salad garnished with

boiled, chopped and 
seasoned, may 


be molded iff a pan or bowl and kept 
)tf t until served. As a center piece 
one can arrange around it a most 
attractive dinner. 


New cabbage boiled whole, then 


cut in quarters without completely 
separating 
the 
pieces, 
is a food 


center piece. Pour over it melted 
butter In which are chopped parsley 
and hard-cooked eggs. Serve around 
it carrot* or peas and strips of 
boiled bacon. 


Many combinations may be worked 


out using what one has in her gar- 
den, and even it meat is not en- 
tirely eliminated, the amount can be 
greatly reduced.
